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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Mr. Chairman and Members of School Board: 


I submit for your consideration my fourth annual 
report of the Woodstock Schools. 


All schools have been maintained thirty-six weeks 
as required by law with an enrollment of 157 pupils. 
The average membership was 137 and the per cent of 
attendance is 94. “There were 214 tardy marks. 


The following pupils had a perfect record: 

Arthur Muchmore, Martha Nichols, Violet Wood- 
bury, Rena Sellingham, Clara Sawyer and Alice Pel- 
letier. 


Thirteen visits were made to all schools by school 
board members, 192 visits by parents and citizens, and 
223 visits by the superintendent. 


The school census taken in September shows 86 
boys and 77 girls or a total of 163 children between 
the ages of five and sixteen years. Of those 153 were 

reported in school September 30th. 


The physical examination of 139 school children 
made by the district nurse, Miss Jean Kelly, of Lin- 
coln, revealed the following defects: Woodstock, 34 
pupils—8 with enlarged tonsils, 14 with bad teeth, 4 
defective vision, one defective hearing, one nervous, 
and two unclean heads; North Woodstock, 105 pupils— 
38 with enlarged tonsils, 28 with bad teeth, 28 defec- 
tive vision, 13 defective hearing and 12 cases of ane- 
mia. Unless the parents make an effort to have the 
defects corrected, much of the value of the examina- 
tion is lost. 


Two Waterman Watersbury jacketed stoves have ~ 
been purchased for the Woodstock schools. They have 
been connected to the one chimney. When the weather 
is suitable, another chimney should be built for the 
furnace in the grammar room that it may be properly 
installed. 


A drinking fountain was ordered for the North 
Woodstock school building but, for some reason un- 
known, it has not yet arrived. 
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The school rooms and the pupils’ desks at both 
ends of the Town should be refinished. 

Two partitions should be put into the Woodstock 
school to make warm coat rooms for the children and 
extra windows added to the north side for light as the 
rooms are now poorly lighted. 

I would suggest, at North Woodstock, that some 
sort of a ceiling be put on the commercial room and 
other parts of the basement to hold the plastering and 
prevent the loss of heat and cold air drafts. | 

The soft coal used for fuel at North Woodstock 
this year has proven very satisfactory. The janitor, 
Mr. Burpee, has found that a combination of hard and 
soft coal gives excellent results. 

The high school has been reported by the head- 
master, Miss Twitchell, and her report is appended and 
made a part of this report. 

The question of music in our schools has been sug- 
gested on several occasions. Not until the present 
time, have I known where an instructor could be se- 
cured for a reasonable compensation and for the time 
that we would need the services. Music has not been 
entirely neglected but the instruction has not been 
systematic. I would suggest that the question of mu- 
sic be taken under consideration. 

We have been very fortunate in being able to keep 
the same teaching force in our North. Woodstock 
grades and high school. The teachers at Woodstock 
are new—Stella Tuttle in the grammar room and Mrs. 
Lena. 8S. Herrick in the primary. 

A general teachers’ meeting was held last fall 
when Miss Edith Brewster addressed the teachers on 
“Story Telling and Its Place in School Work.” 

Regular teachers’ meetings are held in which 
‘school problems are discussed and a ae is also being 
made of a professional book.

It is with pleasure that I submit to you my fourth 
annual report of Woodstock High School. 


At the beginning of the school year 33 pupils were 
enrolled as follows: 7 seniors, 4 juniors, 7 sophomores 
and 15 freshman. We have lost but one pupil, a sen- 
ior boy who has moved to another state. 


Four of those enrolled are taking the College Pre- 
paratory Course and the other 28, the Commercial 
Course. The latter course, however, has enough sub- 
jects besides the Commercial so that it enables a boy 
or girl to enter college. 


Up to the last of December there were very few 
absences. For the last few weeks there has been more 
sickness which has lowered the attendance somewhat. 
There have been but few cases of tardiuiess. The 
school spirit has been very good. 


The school presented a play on December 15 from 
which $61.00 were cleared. This money will be used 
to defray graduation expenses. 


The school is well equipped with books and it has 
_ sufficient physical apparatus to carry out the work re- 
quired by the state.
